Melbourne, June 21. 


‘Dust clouds are smudging the hazy outlines 


of north Australian cattle 


tracks. 


The first mobs of a £A2,000,000 cattle herd 
have started their months-long drives to killing 
centres and fattening pastures. 


Caught up by the southeast 
trade winds, the dust billows 
from Neweastle Waters in the 
Northern Territory towards the 
West Australian seaport of 
Wyndham. It frails — behind 
tens of thousands of cattle 
trekking overjaind across the 
water-ftarved Barkly Table- 
land's desert, stone and pasture, 
towards the rich Channel Coun- 
try of Queensland, 

Other mobs are on the roads 
to Birdum and Alice Springs 
Railheads, 

Some 150,000 head of cattle 
will move In the next few 
months, or double the normal 
turnoff! from grazing lands, be- 
cause of the. drought which 
brought all stock movements to 
a standstill lart year, 

Through the dust, mosquitocs 
and files, walk and gallop the 
herses and riders of the droving 
“plant’:—- the {oughest, most 
ready to fight and most com- 
radely ‘of Australia’s outback 
he-men,—— 1 

It Is the overlander trail_ made 
famous by song writers. But it 
is no picnic. 

The tanned Europeans, with 
eyes crinkled, by the glare of the 
central Australian sun and pigton 
toes formed by a lifetime in the 
saddic, mingle with the Jaughing 
aboriginal = stockmen — classed 
among the world’s most daring 
and superb horsemen, 


RARELY USED 


Coiled round ‘the pommels of 
their saddles are the stockwhips, 
elght fect of stinging, cracking 
lash dangling from a twenty- 
inch. handle.

Many of the ‘cattle ecene from 
the Kimberley’s of West Austra~ 
lin. These will cover 1,500 miles 
in the next few months, bullock 
herds averaging 63 miles a week 
andi cows 56 miles. 

Other big mobs come from the 
stations of Victoria River and 
the Barkly Tablelands. 

With each mod, averaging 1,250 
head, go tho ten to fifteen ‘pack 
horses and 40 to 50 saddle horses 
owned by the boss drover In 
charge of the plant. Under the 
boss.drover, there are usually up- 
wards of half a dozen men, a 
horso—trailer” whose_only_job 1s 
to care for the mounts, an 


cook. 

Tho packhorses carry iat 
least o month's supply of food 
ranging from — canntd fruit, 
vegetables, sugor,. tea, salt, 
potatocs and onions to the flour 
and baking soda used for mak~ 
ing dampers, tho -primitvo 
bread grilled over the embers 
of a» fire.

campaign in Europe as part of her drive for in- 
ereased trade with the free world, according to 
reports from West Europe and Russia reaching 
the big Scandinavian timber producers. 

Soviet representatives at the meeting in 
Geneva last April of the United Nations Economic 


Commission for Europe, 


stated frankly that they 


wished to sell large quantities of timber to, the 


West. 


They promised to get together with the 


Western countries at the meeting’ of the Com- 
mission’s Timber Section.in the same city next 


autumn, 


Sovict sales missions have for 
some time been In contact with 
the blg Importers in West 
Europe, offering them sawn 


-| timber at competitive . prices. 


The effects of their sales cam- 
paign have already been felt by 
the Swedes, Finns and Nor- 
wegians. ” é 
Some of the customers of the 
Swedish, Finnish and Nor- 
weglan producers are already, 
reluctant to close new deals until 


however, look on Russia as a 
really serious competitor ‘until 
she has demonstrated that she 
ean deliver sawn timber in 
suMelent quantities’ and that
